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FREE STATE CATTLE 
IN ENGLAND 
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EXPORTS EARNING 
BRITISH SUBSIDY 
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From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


“The Irish Free State. which in 1933 sent 
only 280,000 store cattle to the United King- 
dom, last year, 1936, sent no less than 
500,000, and drew as a consequence at least 
£500,000 per annum of the subsidy given by 
the United Kingdom Exchequer,’ said Dr. 
G. Scott Robertson, the Permanent Secretary 
of the Northern Ireland Ministrv of Agricul- 
ture, aking at the Royal Ulster Agricul- 
tural Society's dinner at Balmoral! to-night. 
It was well known, he said, that imported 
stores earned at least 50 per cent. of the 
subsidy. The United Kingdom was the only 
country in which the market was open to 
foreign and other agricultural produce, and 
in which the beef breeder and feeder had to 
meet. the competition of the whole world, some 
of it backed by State assistance. He was 
delighted to see that the subsidy rates were 
to be substantially higher for fat cattle pro- 
duced from imported stock, for there had 
been a real damger of the British farmer 
being turned into a mere professor of im- 
ported stores. 
Captain John MacGillivray, President-elect 
of the Shorthorn Society of Great Britain and 
Ireland, replyimg, mstanmced the many suc- 
cesses which he had achieved im breeding 
shorthorns with animals obtained from 
Ireland, and remarked: “ You in Ireland have 
the goods.”

SCHEME 
LOCAL EMERGENCY 
BRIGADES 
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réply to a question put by Mr. 
E. D. Sandys, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Sir John Simon 
(Home Secretary) gave an outline of 
the Government’s proposed measures 
for supplementing the services of the 
fire brigades in case of incendiary 
attacks from the air. 

A memorandam on emergency fire bri- 
gade organisation, Sir John Simon said, 
was being ‘ssued that day to local authori- 
ties for their guidance in preparing local 
emergency fire brigade schemes. The 
organisation suggested would involve the 
accumulation of auxiliaries in  peace- 
time of large stocks of emergency fire- 
fighting appliances, including high-power 
pumping units and trailer pumps, to- 
gether with hose and other equipment. 

It would also be necessary to prepare 
in advance for establishing emergency 
fire stations, and a system of patrol units 
and fire posts to be in a position to keep 
all streets under frequent observation in 
order to attack incipient fires without 
delay. For this purpose large auxiliary 
personnel would be required to assist in 
peace-time, with a view to whole-time or 
part-time service with fire brigades in 
emergencies. 

The Government was considering repre- 
sentations from local authorities as tothe 
incidence of the cost of any necessary air 
raid precautions and emergency fire bri- 
gade measures. Pending a decision on 
these matters the Government were un- 
dertaking to. provide, in kind, approved 
appliances, with hose and equipment, up 
to a proportion of local authorities’ 
| requirements, under their approved local 
emergency schemes. Grants would be 
made towards the cost of initia] training 
and equipment of auxiliary personnel. The 
appropriate provision wonld be made in 
forthcoming estimates. i 

Replying to supplementary questions, 
Sir John Simon said that the scheme pro- 
vided effective control of the manner in 
which local authorities carried out these 
schemes. The needs of the country, as a 
whole, were being surveyed. The pro- 
visions applied to Scotland, as well as to 
the rest of the country. There would be 
local management, but there was in pre- 
paration a system of regional contro! 
which would bring about co-operation be- 
tween the different units. 


WHAT TEE SCHEME 
INVOLVES 


It is calculated that 200,000 physically 
fit men will be neded to carry out the 
| Government’s scheme of supplementary 
fire fighting services. A minimum fe- 
cruitment fc: the scheme will be 100,000 
men. — 

A modern large aeroplane can carry up 
to 1,000 small incendiary bombs.
